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raised elements on at least one surface of the substrate, wherein the article is useful 
for providing skin or hair care benefits; wherein (i) the substrate is selected from the group 
consisting of a woven fabric, a knit fabric, a nonwoven fabric, a laminate of a fabric and a 
polymeric film, a flocked fabric, and combinations thereof; (ii) the substrate has a basis 
weight ranging from about 20 grams per meter to about 500 grams per square meter; and 
(iii) the discrete raised elements have a diameter ranging from about 0.5 mm to about 3 mm. 

Please cancel claims 2, 6 and 8. 



Remarks 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7 and 9-15 are pending in this application. Claim 1 has been 
amended to more clearly define that which Applicfints consider to be their invention. 
Support can be found in original claims 2, 6 and 8. 

Attached hereto Is a marked-up version of the changes made to the specification 
and claims by the current amendment. The attached page(s) is/are captioned "Version With 
Markings To Show Changes Made." 

II. The Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 3, 4, 7 and 9-15 as allegedly anticipated by RD 
38201 4A ("Research Disclosure"). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

The Research Disclosure relates to textured wipe substrates for removal of bowel 
movements ('*BM") from skin. The texture is taught as having a scoop-shaped, loop or "m" 
shape to facilitate removal of BM. There is no teac hing or suggestion of the dry textured 
article of Applicants claimed invention for providing skin or hair benefits . Also, there is no 
teaching or suggestion in the Research Disclosure of the specific substrate, basis weight and 
diameter of discrete elements now recited by the claims. Accordingly, the Research 
Disclosure cannot anticipate the present claims.

III. Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C. § 103 

A, The Rejection of Claims t 3, 4, 7, and 9-15 Over RD 382014 A 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 3, 4, 7 and 9-15 as allegedly unpatentable over 
RD 382Q14A). Applicants respectfully traverse thiu rejection. 

As discussed above, the Research Disclosure fails to teach or suggest a textured 
article of Applicants claimed invention for providing skin or hair benefits . Also, there is no 
teaching or suggestion in the Research Disclosure of the specific substrate, basis weight and 
diameter of discrete elements now recited by the claims. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of this rejection. 

B. The Rejection of C/a/ms 2 and 6 Over RD 382014 A in view of Rung 

The Examiner has rejected claims 2 and 6 over RD 382014A in view of International 
Patent Application No. WO 9925318 ("Pung"). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

The Examiner recognizes that the Research Disclosure does not teach the type of 
material that composed the substrate and relies upon Pung to cure this deficiency. Applicants 
respectfully traverse. 

Applicants note that claims 2 and 6 have beien canceled and the limitations thereof 
incorporated into claim 1. As discussed above, Research Disclosure fails to teach or suggest 
Applicant's* claimed invention relating to a dry textured article comprising: 

a substrate having at least two surfaces; and 

raised elements on at least one surface of the substrate, wherein the article is useful 
for providing skin or hair care benefits^wherein (i) the substrate is selected from the group 
consisting of a woven fabric, a knit fabric, a nonwoven fabric, a laminate of a fabric and a 
polymeric film, a flocked fabric, and combinations thereof; (ii) the substrate has a basis 
weight ranging from about 20 grams per meter to about 500 grams per square meter; and 
(iii) the discrete raised elements have a diameter ranging from about 0.5 mm to about 3 mm. 

Pung fails to remedy the deficiencies of Research Disclosure in that there is no 
teaching or suggestion of the discrete raised eiennents having a diameter ranging from 
about 0.5mm to about 3 mm. Accordingly, Applit:ants respectfully request withdrawal of this 
rejection. 
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C The Rejection of Claims 5 and 8 Over RD 382014 A 

The Examiner has rejected claims 5 and 9 as allegedly unpatentable over RD 382014. 
As discussed above, the Research Disclosure fails to teach or suggest all of the claim 
limitations now recited in claim 1 . Accordingly, Research Disclosure cannot render claims 5 
and 8 unpatentable and the rejection should be withdrawn. 

D. The Rejection of Claim12 in Over RD 2B2014 A in vfew of Thomas. 

The Eiiaminer has rejected claim 12 as alte^iedly unpatentable over RD 382014. As 
discussed above, the Research Disclosure fails to teach or suggest all of the claim limitations 
now recited in claim 1 . Accordingly, Research Disclosure cannot render claims 5 and 8 
unpatentable and the rejection should be withdrawn.
